Animation of an image object comprises "generating on-screen-display graphics 
data at a source device relating to the object, transmitting the on-screen-display 
graphics data to the display device, rendering the object at the display device, 
displaying the object at the display device and generating an animation effect by 
moving the object along a path prescribed by the on-screen-display graphics data" 
(see column 3, line 63 - column 4, line 4). 

In the example given in D1 , on-screen-display graphics data is sent from a VCR 
as serverto a TV as a remote client. The on-screen-display graphics data is in the 
form of an "object animation structure" and contains the image object to be 
displayed and as a motion command a position trajectory and a duration, i.e. a 
period of time lor the animation (see column 9, lines 43-67). 
"The VCR 100 (...) includes a graphics source 108 which generates data, 
preferably in the HAVi architecture, related to on-screen-display graphics to be 
displayed by the television 60. The graphics source 108 is coupled to the IEEE 
1 394-1 995 interface circuit 1 02 for transmitting the graphics data over the IEEE

1394-1994 serial bus cable 90 to the television 60" (see column 6, lines 6-112), 
i.e. the server contains a processor ior loading the remote device with image 
objects and motion commands via a network interface controller. 
The on-screen-display graphics data is sent from the VCR to the TV, with the TV 
containing an "IEEE 1394-1995 Interface circuit 86" as a network interface 
controller {see column 5, lines 27-29), a "local graphics buffer 71" as a cache for 
the transmitted image object, a "VRAM circuit 64" for accommodating "the bitmap 
images to be displayed" as a frame buffer and a "rendering engine 66" as a video 
processor that "generates the graphics scene 1 1 0 and loads it into the VRAM 64", 
i.e. updates the frame buffer to animate image objects as requested by received 
commands (see column 6, lines 27-50; Fig. 2). 
Hence, claims 1,17 and 24 are not new. 

3. The subject-matter of independent claim 30 does not involve an inventive step In 
the sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

D4 as closest prior art discloses an architecture for remote I/O "allowing a fixed- 
location PC to serve user interfaces to a multitude of wired or wireless remote 
devices at home" (see D4, page 30, right-hand column, last paragraph), i.e. D4 
discloses a server that remofe/y displays a graphical user interface J\\e server 
may be a PC on a home network that displays GUIs on a wireless home remote or 
a TV and updates these GUIs in response to one or more events (see D4, page 
31 , "Scenario 1" and "Scenario 2"). 

The subject-matter of claim 30 differs from the teaching of D4 In that it details the 
updating of a GUI as the transmission of one or more motion commands for 

animating one or more Image objects of the remote device. 

The skilled person seeking for a possibility to animate image objects at a remote 

device would consider D1 , since D1 implements such animation in the framework 

of the HAVi architecture which is described in D4 as a closely related technique to 

the one presented there (see D4, page 35, "HAVI DDI"). 

As D1 discloses the use of motion commands in the form of "object animation 

structures" containing not only the image object to be animated but also a position 

trajectory and a duration (see column 9, lines 43-67), the subject-matter of claim 

30 is not considered to be inventive. 

4. Dependent claims 2-1 4, 1 6,1 8-23, 25-29 and 31 -34 do not contain any features 
which, in combination with the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the 
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requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty and/or inventive step, see 
documents D1 , D3 and D4 and the corresponding passages cited in the search 
report. 

Re Item VII 

1 . The formulation "In a device comprising an image cache, a method' in claim 1 is 
not clear (Article 6 PCT), since it leaves a doubt whether protection is sought for a 

device or a method. 

A similar objection holds for the formulation "A machine-readable medium 
comprising a plurality of instructions that in response to being executed result in 
an apparatus" in claim 30. 

2. Independent claims 1, 17, 24 and 30 are not in the two-part form in accordance 
with Rule 6.3(b) PCT, which in the present case would be appropriate, with those 
features known in combination from the prior art (D1) being placed in the 
preamble (Rule 6.3(b)(1) PCT) and with the remaining features being included in 
the characterising part (Rule 6.3(b)(ii) PCT). 

3. The features of the claims are not provided with reference signs placed in 
parentheses (Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 

4. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the documents D1 , D2 and D4 is not mentioned in the description, nor 
is/are this/these document/s identified therein.
